This film is directed with intelligence and 
restraint.

Brookville House, Raheny, is the only rest 
field in Ireland that is open during the winter 
months. The rest fields at the South County 
Dublin S.P.C.A. at Rathfarnham are always 
open all through the winter, and a 
large number of lame or unfit animals belong- 
ing to poor owners provided with grazing, 
shelter and winter feeding. The coming 
winter will be an exceptional strain on our 
resources in this respect, as owners plead 
that they cannot remove the horses that 
have had a summer’s rest. They say “ they 
have no work and no money, and no 
prospect of getting work.” Horses cannot be 
sent back to empty mangers and lire flags, 
and the owners are most reluctant to sell, 
hoping that things may improve. This un- 
fortunate situation adds one more problem 
to the many that have to be faced in this 
winter of 1940-1941. Mrs. Llewelyn Davies’s 
charming and extensive horse sanctuary, 
which is the first of its kind in this country, 
provides peace and happiness for horses that 
have endured long lives of privation and 
misery and have been rescued by the “ Inter- 
ational League for the Protection of Horses ' 
in the last stages of suffering and exhaustion, 
Most of them are bought either to prevent 
them falling into the ruthless hands of the 
tinkers and low class horse-copers, or else 
from them, when they have collected strings 
of old horses throughout the country and 
hope to pass them on for further work to 
unsuspecting and ignorant city owners on the

The Northern Minister of Commerce is to 
be asked by Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. 
(Nationalist), at Stormont on Tuesday, 
whether he has had under consideration the 
statement made by the Minister of Commerce 
and Industry for Eire, in the Dail on the 15th 
inst., when he -said that it was possible to 
carry out the development of the Erne, not 
only for electric power, but also for drainage ;

Roosevelt and Willkie 


Contradictory reports come from the 
United States concerning the progress of 
the Presidential campaign. A poll that 
has been taken by Reuter’s news agency— 
which commands the services of corre- 
spondents in virtually every American 
town of importance—predicts a victory for 
President Roosevelt by a three to one 
majority. By its reckoning, he holds the 
States of the far western region and the 
industrial States of the eastern seaboard, 
in addition, of course, to the ‘‘solid 
South,” which is traditionally a Demo- 
cratic stronghold. His Republican opponent, 
Mr. Wendell Willkie, is estimated to be 
sure of election in Pennsylvania and 
Delaware, in three rural States of New 
England and in nine States of the Middle 
West. The Reuter poll argues that thirty- 
four States, representing 586 electoral 
votes, are by now in favour of President 
Roosevelt, as compared with fourteen 
States, representing 165 votes, for his 
opponent. The working-class vote is over- 
whelmingly for Roosevelt; that of , the 
farmers is slightly- against him, while the 
business men, both ‘‘ large’’ and ‘‘small,”’ 
make no secret of their hostility to him 
and of their enthusiasm for Mr. Willkie. 
In strong contrast, however, to this 
estimate by Reuter’s organisation is the 
latest ‘‘Gallup poll,” which believes that 
Mr. Willkie’s chances of success are now 
in the ratio of 45 to 55—that is to say, 
almost as good as Mr. Roosevelt’s. We are 
inclined to suspect that the truth about 
the candidates’ prospects lies somewhere 
between these two extremes. There is a 
certain amount of circumstantial evidence 
for the belief that President Roosevelt’s 
position is not quite ‘so strong .as the 
Reuter poll would make it appear. During 
the last day or two he has announced his 
intention to open a “speaking campaign.” 
He previously had declared that he would 
not conduct any such campaign, but would 
keep silence and permit the American 
public to form their own opinions between 
his policy and his opponent’s without any 
of the usual appeals. The change of mind 
would seem to suggest that he is not 
unconcerned by Mr. Willkie’s candidature. 
It is said that he proposes reply 
to “Republican falsifications’’ — which 
implies that at least some of their charges 
have been sufficiently persuasive of the 
public to require a counter-blast. 

Certainly the Republicans have not been 
sparing of their strictures upon his con- 
duct of affairs and his alleged ambitions. 
Mr. Landon—who, however, can bé 
pardoned if he-displays some intensity of 
feeling, since he was the defeated nomince 
of the Republican Party in the 1936 
elections — foresees the triumph . of 
“Nazism ’’ in America if the President is 
re-elected. An “unlimited tern¥ as chief 


executive, the gradual destruction of 


Congress, the judiciary, and the freedom 


of the press ’’—these are, in Mr. Landon's 
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| belief, the inevitable results of a Roose- i 8 


velt victory, culminating in “the end of 
the Republic.” The Americans inject a 
certain .amount of colour into their 
political oratory. Mr. Landon's con- 
demnation of President Roosevelt ‘is 
countered by the celebrated Mayor Fiorella 
La Guardia, of New York, who declares 
that the electorate “would rather have 
Roosevelt with his known faults than 
Willkie with his unknown virtues.” For 
ourselves, ‘we think that the President is 
almost certain of re-election, though not, 
perhaps, by so resounding a majority as 
he obtained on the two previous occasions, 
The United States is governed by forms 
and, conventions to an extent that one 
might not suspect in the case of so hard- 
headed and practical a people, and 
Preside: t Roosevelt’s breach with the 
third-term convention has offended the 
political consciences of a large number of 
Americans. We think that much will 
depend upon the history of Europe during 
the next couple of weeks. In regard to 
foreign policy, the two candidates are, to 
all intents and purposes, at one. Both 
have argued publicly that a German 
victory over Great Britain would plunge 
the United States into immediate and 
terrible danger. Both hold that all 
possible help ought to be given to the 
British people—all possible help, “ short 
of war.” Both have pledged themselves 
to keep the United States, if it can he 
done, out of the war, but both maintain 
that her first duty is to strengthen her 
own defences—with which, by interesting 
and logical reasoning, they link the 
defence of Great Britain. According to 
Republican charges, President Roosevelt 
is ‘‘ war-minded’’; he wants to make his 
country a belligerent—while Mr. Willkie 
has no such desire. We doubt very much 
if there is any evidence for this charge: 
judged, at all events, by their speeches, 
the difference between the outlook of the 
two candidates is virtually negligible. Ono 
factor may sway the electors’ opinion ‘n 
favour of the President. He has been 
in the saddle during more than a year of 
European war, and during that time 
he has had the opportunity to handle 
America’s foreign policy in a manner 
which, apparently, has not won the 
people’s disapproval. Can the people 
afford to place an untried man in office? 
We must remember that the American 
President is a person of vital and positive 
importance: he is anything but a “rubber 
stamp,’’ as the French President is—or 
was. He is not only titular head of the 
State, but, to all intents and purposes, 
its Prime Minister, its Foreign Secretary, 
and other things besides. A change might 
weaken the United States to a dangerous 


degree, 
_—— 
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Great Britain has decided to embark on 
a national scheme of physical training for 
youth, and some of the first steps that are 


| to be taken at the inauguration of the 


scheme were outlined by Mr. Ramsbotham, 
President of the Board of Education, in 
the House of Commons a few days ago. 
Never was such training a greater necessity 
in England than at the present time, 
though, indeed, the times seem badly out 
of harmony with any such constructive 
work. The people of Britain in these days 
and nights are standing up to strains, 
both nervous and physical, the like of 
which, until the German occupation of 
Poland, never were experienced in the 
whole history of the world. Fears have 
been expressed often of the dreadful effects 
which the noise and constant terror of air 
raids, the sleepless nights, the general 
disorganisation of natural life, and the 
rationing of many essential foodstuffs may 
have on the minds and bodies of children 
and adolescents. Such hardships are severe 
enough even for grown men and women, 
but their evil effects on the unfortunate 
children are possibly the greatest danger 
which faces either Great Britain or 
Germany at the present time. What will 
it profit either of them if they win the 
war and find themselves afterwards with 
a population of deranged or neurotic 
children to succeed the present race of 
fighters? The British Government has 
chosen well to introduce a scheme to 
promote physical fitness. There is no 
doubt that a healthy mind can exist only 
in a healthy body; and, if the physical 
health and strength of the children of 
Britain can be maintained at full vigour, 
there need not be much concern for the 
welfare of their minds. The desire is to 
develop character, intelligence and physique. 
They are dependent upon one another. 
Even in peace-time the objects and results 
of such a movement would commend them- 
selves to anybody who is interested in the 
well-being of young people, and the 
strange thing is that it was not until 
they were in the middle of a life and 
death war that the British people as a 
whole have chosen to realise the need and 
value of this particular form of education. 
The number of rejects among Army con- 
scripts in the early months of the war on 
grounds of physical unfitness showed that 
public health in England was not by any 
means so robust as it should have been, 
and the developments of the past few 
months, as we say, have intensified the 
need for some form of organised physical 
training. Up to fourteen years of age, 
of course, almost every child receives a 
certain amount of physical training; but 
the great mistake has been that this 


physica] training, however small, ceased‘ 


at a tiie when the children’s bodies were 
still as immature as their minds. The 
new programme probably will extend the 
period allotted for ‘‘ P.T.’’ instruction in the 
schools, and arrangements almost certainly 
will be mada to allow boys and girls 
between 14 and 18 years of age to have 
certain hours off from work every week so 
that they can attend the courses. Ireland, 
not being an industrial country, has not 
the same problems in this matter of 
physical fitness that her neighbour has to 
face. Only a small percentage of our 
people spend their lives in factories and 
in the smoke-laden air of industrial 
neighbourhoods, but we are not all Al 
specimens of physical health, as anybody 
who knows our cities and towns will 
agree; and the time may come when this 
country, too, will be urged to follow the 
example of so many other European States

BAA ‘Uncle Fred 


A humorous writer in an English 
Sunday newspaper occasionally mentions 
the Uncle Fred of one of his characters. 
Uncle Fred refuses to take cover in air- 
raid shelters, but sleeps on the roof, with 
a Union Jack spread defiantly over his 
bed and a shot-gun beside him so that he 
may shoot at any ehemy aircraft that 
comes near. He hates Herr Hitler so 
much that he has given himself neuralgia 
through gnashing his teeth; yet he 
threatens, if whiskey gets short, to lead a 
deputation to the Prime Minister to 
demand peace. The English people read 
and enjoy this type of fun. They do not 
analyse its implications to discover if it 
Possibly could be damaging to the national 
moral, if it contains any slight to the 
popular views about the war, or if it casts 
aspersions upon the country, the cause, 
the flag or the people. The Union Jack 
on his bed does not make them thrill at 
Uncle Fred’s patriotism: on the contrary, 
they regard it as a joke. His shot-gun 
and his dislike of the German 
Reichskangler do not stimulate the readers 
to exclamations of approval. Instead, 
they laugh at Uncle Fred.. His violent 
patriotism is reduced, indeed, to a farce 
when the necessity for a regular supply 
of stimulants for its maintenance is 
revealed. In many other countries the 
author probably would be clamped in jail 
for ‘‘sabotaging the national effort.’’ In 
England, however, it is customary to make 


elsewhere. Rulers, soldiers, patriots, the 
people themselves, are fair game for the 
humorist. The war may be the most 
serious test that the country ever has 
faced, but that is not regarded as a reason 
for banning jokes about the war. Good 
humour prevails naturally, and in past 
trials the Englishman’s capacity for look- 
ing not only on the bright side, but on 
the farcical'side, of his troubles has been 
one of the nation’s greatest sources of 
strength. His example is deserving of 
examination by our own patriots. Without 
anticipating the conclusion, we suggest 
contemplation of the proposition that a 
cause Which cannot stand against humour 
must be a weak cause. Would solution 
of our own “‘partition problem ” not be 
nearer to-day if there had been on both 
sides of the border greater play on its 
farcical consequences rather than on its 
desperate seriousness ?

The Times in a leading article to-day says: 
Year by year as the autumn season brings 
round the anniversary of Trafalgar the men 
of the Royal Navy in frigate or line of battle- 
ship, in super-dreadnought, submarine or mine- 
sweeper, pay their simple homage to Horatio 
Viscount Nelson, Vice-Admiral of the Fleet. 
The place of Nelson in our naval history is 
unique; not even Sir Francis Drake is his 
rival; as no soldier has so impressed the 
legend of his glory upon the admiration of 
the Army. ‘here is no doubt that this 
son reputation is fully deserved. In all 
istory it woula be difficult to find a man 
who, .in so clear a sense, was given a great 
task to perform, began it, finished it, and 
died. On that October day 135 years ago 
Nelson vindicated, once and for ll, the 
mastery of the seas for his country; and 
what he established against the power of 
Napoleon’s navy has remained unassailable 
by any other Power from that day to this. 
That the work of Nelson stands to-day 
unchallengable is prove best of all by the 
very fact that the Navy has of late been 
inconspicuous in the published news of the 
war. Sea power is most dominant and most 
omnipresent when it is least heard of and 
least spectacular. Shrouded in the ocean 
mists and the necessarv darkness of strategic 
security, the Navy keeps its ceaseless watch 
and hold its inflexible grip upon the lifeline 
of the enemy. Occasionally it emerges for a 
moment into the light—for instance, last 
week, when it co-operated with the Royal 
Air Force in the bombardment of Cherbourg, 
when an indiscreet squadron of the EA a 
cautious Italian Navy ventured into the open 
Mediterranean and was condignly punished 
by the Mediterranean Fleet: or when a 
convoy of German supply ships, escorted by 


men-o’-war, was being reminded of the 
effectiveness of the British blockade. But 
these, although , they are almost all 
that come to the public ear, are 
really only the incidents of the 


naval war. That which exercises its control- 


| ling influence upon -the issue is the fact that 


all the seaways of the world—except the 
Baltic—are open to British commerce and 
closed to the commerce of the enemy; and 
that the much-vaunted plan of the invasion 
of the British Isles has been again and again 
postponed (it certainly now cannot be 
attempted without disaster), because twenty 
miles of blue water, defended by the British 
Navy, constitute a barrier far more im- 
pregnable than the Maginot Line. 

If the unremitting guard of the Royal 
Navy upon the seas has not been pierced, 
that is in no small degree because the men 
who have kept it have had continually before 
their minds’ eye the immortal memory of 
Lord Nelson.

Last Appeal for Voluntary Recruiting. 

Lord Derby, speaking in London yester- 
day regarding his recruiting scheme, said it 
was proposed to divide men into forty-six 
groups, unmarried men being put into the 
first twenty-three groups, according to ages, 
and married men also into twenty-three 
groups, and beginning only when the un- 
married groups were exhausted. The situa- 
tion was grave, but he was not pessimistic. 
The end would come right, and if recruiting 
came up to expectation it might be that 
the war would be over before the older men 
were called upon, but the end would come 
sooner, and be more satisfactory, if every 
man recognised that portion of the Empire’s 
duty rested upon his shoulders.

He was not 
despondent of the result if the heart of the 
country was touched.

| ORDER experienced a long raid last 
night, and it is understood that it 
was one of a heavy character. Flying 
very fast, the raiders came down low and 
dropped bombs on the outskirts of London 
as soon as the raid warning was given. 
Later the moon rose, and the attack was 
intensified, but so was the barrage, and 
it was noticeable that some very heavy 
guns were in action. Houses suffered, 
but the casualties are reported not to be 
so very heavy. In one place in the outer 
suburbs bomb wrecked six houses, but all 
the accupants escaped injury, most of them 
by taking refuge under kitchen tables, 
while others were in an Anderson shelter. 
A hospital was struck and considerable 
damage was done to the building, but 
there are no reports of personal injury. A 
bomb fell near a restaurant, when people 
in the street threw themselves down in 
doorways and gutters, most of them escap- 
ing injury. 


New Insurance Benefits - 


Although the Government’s plan for 
providing State insurance for personal 
possessions against war risks is of recent 
origin, it is likely to be proceeded with 
before the measure providing for com- 
pulsory insurance of property, as it is a 
much simpler proposition. Insurance of 
personal possessions is to be of a voluntary 
character, and the terms are expected to 
be such as will induce most people to take 
advantage of them on account of their 
large benefits for comparatively small 
premiums. Many people have shown a 
desire to insure their personal possessions 
against war risk injury, and the Govern- 
ment’s decision to introduce the measure 
to enable this to be done has been 
welcomed. 


Clearing the Débris 


Many more workers are needed to clear 
up the raid débris in and around London, 
as, so far, the response to an appeal for 
able-bodied unemployed for this most 
important work has not been as good as 
was hoped. Since the appeal was 
launched fewer than 3,000 workers have 
enrolled, but many more are needed if 
work is to be carried out on an adequate 
scale once the men of the Pioneer Corps 
have completed their three weeks’ spe!]

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IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Great Days 


The recollections of J. P. Rooney inmyour 
Sporting Page (writes a correspondent) 
have sent the minds of many of your older 
readers back to the great days in their 
own sporting experience. It always is the 
old days which are great; for memory 
attaches a glamour to the past. 

Mr. Rooney’s mention of the inter- 
national Association football match at 
Lansdowne road and of the participation 
of the Pypers in that game may recall to 
many the prominent place occupied by the 
Cliftonville Club in the old days of 
*“Soccer.’’ Professionalism was in its 
infancy in the early years of this century, 
and many men of the type that now goes 
naturally to Rugby football played as 
amateurs with the round, as distinct from 
the oval, ball. 

Cliftonville still isthe important amateur 
club in the North, but in those days it had 
so many excellent players on its books 
that the Olympic and the Strollers, its 
second and third clevens, had the services 
of men whose skill was as great as that of 
senior footballers of to-day. 

It was my good fortune recently to spend 
a social hour with two old Cliftonville 
players, Harry Newman and Jimmy 
Brown, and it was natural for us to talk 
a lot about such stalwarts as Jack and 
Jim Pyper, both of whom became clergy- 
men, and Fred McKee, who, although it 
was in pre-1914 days that he kept goal 
for Ireland, was only a youngster in com- 
parison. 


** Solitude ”’ 


_ The Cliftonville ground is now well 
inside the spreading boundaries of Belfast, 
but the fact that it is still known as 
‘‘ Solitude ” shows how its situation was 
regarded in the days before the great 
urban house-building era began. 

As a boy (continues my correspondent) 
I remember one of the first roller skating 
rinks in Ireland existing on a great tract 
of open ground besid3 Cliftonville’s 
enclosure. I considered it an achievement 
to be able to spell out the inscription at 
the end of the hall. It said, “If you want 
to be graceful learn to skate,” a sentence 
that at once became part of my phraseology 
and has remained so.

IS TO-DAY 


SHATTERED HOMES 
OF THE EAST END

BUT LIFE GOES ON 
AS USUAL 


- 


By A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


I” an extensive tour of the East End 

of London I saw some of the 
results of German air raids. As | 
travelled down the suburban line 
from Liverpool street to X station | 
saw here and there, among the 
squalid streets of the East End, a 
tumbled heap of bricks, all that re- 
mained of somebody’s home. The 
effect was curious. One house in a 
humble row smashed to smithereens. 
It was like a man who had lost a 


tooth. 

No. 14 in Y street, with the aspidistra in 
the drawingroom window, had disappeared 
overnight. I do not know what happened to 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith and their two children 
who lived there. Perhaps they were in the 
shelter; perhaps they were dead, perhaps 
cruelly maimed. 

Eventually, through an air raid alarm 
which nobody in my carriage particularly 
noted, we crawled into X Station. I noticed 
some burnt-out coaches on the siding, and 
as I left the station I was shocked and 
depressed to see hardly a window intact in 
the mean street that led to the High street. 
Here and there a house or shop was com- 
pletely burnt out, and shops, innocent of 
glass, flaunted the brave notice: ‘‘ Business as 
Usual.”” There was a dispensary for sick 
animals, where a long queue of people waited 
with the pets they loved, and were now 
bringing to be destroved to save them from 
the mental anguish of the nightly bombard- 
ment. 

SCENES IN DOCKLAND 

Local transport had been temporarily dis- 
located, and eventually I borrowed a bicycle 
to continue my journey. In Dockland I found 
in their most tragic form the results of a 
1940 air raid. 1 walked down a narrow 
street, once the scene of a busy market, and 
now standing with hardly a house habitable. 
Tiles on the roof were shuffled, windows were 
shattered, doors ripped from their hinges. 
Presently I turned a corner, and saw a great 
heap of débris across the street six feet high. 
An old woman, 70 or more, wandered half- 
dazed along the street. ‘‘ A lot of firewood 
about,” she muttered. Broken glass crunched 
under my tyres. 

Now an A.R.P. worker stepped forward. 
“It's dangerous to go on, sir,” he said. 
“Why?” I asked. ‘‘Time bomb,” said he. 
‘Well, it scares me to death,” I said, ‘‘ but 
I must take a look.”’ 

I clambered up the barrier of rubble, and 
looked aghast at the most frightful sight I 
have ever seen. There was a great crater 150 
feet across, filled with water from broken 
mains. Round the circumference was piled 
the remains of thirty tiny houses. 


THE “SHOCK TROOPS ” 


What had happened to the people who 
lived in these little homes? I continued my 
journey, For miles hardly a house seemed 
intact. Presently I came across a school 
where people from the uninhabitable houses 
had been temporarily accommodated, and I 
talked with those amazing A.R.P. workers 
who are the shock troops of to-day. After a 
hard day’s work they take up their nightly 
duties, indifferent to be and fatigue. 
There are no decorations for Smith, Jones 
and Robinson who nightly patrol the streets 
while the shell splinters rain down and the 
bombs come swishing out of the sky. One 
in a thousand may get the George Medal, but 
there is no thought of reward, or even of 
honour, It is simple duty that keeps them 
at their posts. 

In those East End streets 1 saw demolition 
squads black as niggers, sweating and strain- 
ing in the dust and dirt. Auxiliary firemen were 
still playing their hoses on smouldering ruins. 
When do they sleep, when do they rest? I 
wondered. 

But London is a vast place. This was a 
section horribly reminiscent of shattered 
Ypres in 1918. Yet, there are miles com- 
paratively untouched, and the 9 marvel 
is that London life goes on. It may take 
Smith three hours to get to his office instead 
of thirty minutes, but still he gets there. 
Thousands pour into the City of London day 
after day. They change from line to line, 
showing the utmost ingenuity and resource. 
If one line is blocked and the shuttle service 
of ’buses fails, they try another. Sometimes 
I have been frightened at the swarm of people 
pouring out of the tubes and termini in the 
morning. Daylight raids are ignored. Once 
the *busmen used to stop and take over. 
But now the streets are just as packed with 
traffic as in peace-time, It is magnificent. It 
is incredible. It is London.

in each of the 48 States of the United 
States. 


THE DECIDING FACTOR 


According to this British straw vote, Mr. 
Roosevelt will carry 34 States, representing 
566 electoral votes, compared with 14 States 
and 165 electoral votes for Mr. Willkie. While 
this majority is not as large as either of those 
by which Mr. Roosevelt was elected in 1932 
and 1936, it indicates that the contest will be 
by no means as -close as Mr. Willkie’s 
supporters have predicted. 

The war is likely to be the deciding factor 
in the forthcoming Presidential election. Pre- 
occupation with the war situation has ‘made 
the question of a third term for President 
Roosevelt a minor issue that is not likely to 
be decisive in any State. 


FOREIGN POLICY 


To judge from the individual reports of 
Reuter’s Correspondent, the prevailing senti- 
ment of the American electorate may best be 
summed ‘up in the words of Mr. F. La 
Guardia, Mayor of New York, and Chairman 
of the American section of the Joint U.S.A. 
Canadian Defence Board, they would “ rather 
have Roosevelt with his known faults than 
Willkie with his unknown virtues.’’ With 
Mr. Willkie’s accepting In toto the present 
Government's policy of all possible help for 
Great Britain, and of total*defence for the 
United States, foreign policy has been 
practically removed as an issue, and the 
campaign has been fought out along lines not 
essentially different from those of four years 
ago. 

Once more Mr. Roosevelt has manceuvred 
his opponent into arguing ''Í can do it 
better,’ and although Mr. Willkie is waging 
a much more forceful campaign than did 
Governor Landon, he does not seem, in the 
judgment of Reuter’s Correspondent, to be 
meeting with much more success. 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
SUPPORTERS 


A notable feature of the Reuter poll is its 
demonstration of the hold Mr. Roosevelt re- 
tains over the voters both in the Far West 
and in the industrial States of the Eastern 
seaboard, together with the traditionally solid 
Democratic South. These populous areas give 
the President an unassailable preponderance. 

Mr. Willkie’s votes are confined in the East 
to Pennsylvania and Delaware and three 
rural States of New England, his main 
strength coming from nine States in the 
Middle West stretching in an unbroken line 
from Ohio to Wyoming. 

On a population basis the working class 
vote, including trade unionists and un- 
employed, is overwhelmingly in favour of 
Mr. Roosevelt; the farmers are on balance 
slightly against him, and business men, small 
and large, are to be counted in the majority 
for Mr. Willkie.

FEELING

[ ORD LOTHIAN, British Ambas- 
sador to the United States, 
arrived in England by air apis: 
He stayed in the country last night 
and will travel to London to-day. 


U.S. REARMAMENT 


When he landed he made a brief speech 
into the movie microphone. He said that 
American rearmament was rapidly getting 
into its stride, and that American aircraft 
are now coming to Great Britain in hundreds. 
The number would steadily increase next 
“year. 

American opinion now realised the neces- 
sity for backing un Great Britain. 

A tremendous impression had been created 
in the United States, said Lord Lothian, by 
the way the public were taking the bombing 
of London. 

Lord Ixthian has not visited London since 
he went to Washington fourteen months ago. 

Much speculation has been aroused by 
Lord Lothian’s visit—both in Great Britain 
and in America—but when he was at Lisbon 
Lord Lothian stated that the object of his 
journey was of no particular significance, 
apart from the necessity of personal contacts 
in England for an exchange of views. 

He added that he expected to be in Eng- 
land about three weeks, going first to Scot- 
land for a few days’ holiday before returning 
to London for consultations with the Govern- 
ment. 


FEELING IN THE STATES 


Lord Lothian’s return from Washington is 
regarded as ‘‘tactful”’ during the American 
elections (writes the Press Association Lobby 
Correspondent), and it will give him an 
opportunity of making a much more detailed 
report than is possible by cable on the general 
trend of feeling in the States about the war 
and other things. 

Tt may be assumed that he will take the 
first opportunity to tell the Prime Minister 
and Lord Halifax, the Foreign Secretary, of 
the important conversations which he has 
had in recent weeks with President, Roose- 
velt and Mr. Cordell Hull. 

Among other things, there will be a good 
deal of interest in his views as to how the 
Presidential election is shaping. It is equally 
important that Lord Lothian should get a 
closer impression of the general feeling in 
London, where he had not been since before 
the war. It will, therefore, be his first per- 
sonal contact with the Government since Mr. 
Churchill became Prime Minister. 


NO SPECIAL MISSION 


Last, Christmas Lord Lothian had hoped 
to return for a time, but this was not 
possible. Although he is more concerned 
with affairs farther afield he will find much 
preoccupation with the Balkan situation. Now 
comes the report of a trade agreement 
between Yugoslavia and Germany. This has 
not caused any particular surprise in London 
diplomatic circles, but comment is reserved 
until fuller details of the position are avail- 
able. 

When he arrived yesterday by air from 
Lisbon, Lord Lothian told a reporter 
that he had no special mission for the 
American Government or for the British 
Government. 

“I have come merely for a general consul- 
tation with my Government after being away 
for more than a year,” he said. “TI cannot 


like here now, and I want to see England 
under the present conditions. 


AMERICA’S DESIRE 


“I am ‘going to stay in London for three 
weeks, and shall return to America after the 
election. There is now in America an under- 
standing of what this waris about and of Great 
Britain’s part in it. That feeling has grown 
enormously in the last three months. There 
is a universal desire to help Britain in every 
possible way by the supply of munitions, 
planes and other things. The Army authort- 
ties have, in fact, asked the aeroplane 
factories to do twenty-four-hour shifts, and 
I think they are doing it.” 

Lord Lothian said that American ‘planes 
were reaching Britain in hundreds every 
month, and that number would steadily in- 
crease. 

America was greatly impressed by the 
achievements of the R.A.F., he added. 
“Three months ago there was a feeling that 
‘Britain would go,’ but American people 
realised that that had been prevented by the 
Air Force.”

“ He ranks far and away as first among the 
submarine commanders. ‘The submarine of 
Lieutenant Endrass has increased his current 
sinking figure to 44,000 tons. Other sub- 
marines report the sinking of altogether 
43,000 tons from other convoys. ‘Thus, 
within two days, by the destruction of two 
convoys and by single successes, 327,000 
tons of enemy merchant shipping has been 
sunk.”’

“ Night raids were carried out on Dire- 
dawa. One stick of bombs fell across the 
railway and railway buildings, while another 
straddled the middle and south hangars.

“British machines bombed Bardia and 
Halfaia without causing victims or damage. 
The British also renewed the bombardment 
of Benghazi, dropping numerous explosive 
and incendiary bombs on the port and in 
the centre of the civilian part of the city. 
Some houses in the Moslem quarter were hit. 
There were no victims or damage to military 
objectives. i 

“In East Africa an enemy attack attempted 
by mechanised troops against Gherille was 
completely repelled by the aid of our Air 
Force. 

‘British aircraft bombed Todiagnac, near 
Lake Rudolf, Barantu, ,Decamere and 
Massawa causing very slight damage and 
some wounded. Raids on some other 
localities were without result.’’

Significant declarations were made here Jast 
night hy M. Markovitch and M. Andres, the 
Yugo-Slav Foreign Minister and Minister of 
Commerce, on the occasion of the signing of 
aprotocol to the German-Yugo-Slav trade 
agreement. “' Besides co-operation in trade, 
there is also political co-operátion,” said M. 
Markovitch. ‘‘It had meant to Yugo-Slavia 
peace instead of war, constructive work 
instead of upheavals. Nothing stood in the 
way of the intensification of this political 
collaboration, which suited the parties’ joint 
interests.”’ 

The chief points of the new agreement are: 
(1) The abolition of the clause providing for 
preferential treatment for Yugo-Slavia by 
Germany, which M. Andres described as “no 
Jonger up-to-date in view of world markets ’’; 
and (2) a promise by Germany of the fullest 
consideration in price-fixing. 

: M. Andres said that Yugo-Slavia would not 
export to Germany any goods of which there 


was not a surplus for export; but Yugo- 
-Siavia’s quotas of timber and maize, he sug- 
gested, should be ingreased., 

After pointing out that under the preferen- 
tial treatment clause Yugo-Slavia had had 


&00,000,000 dinars worth of trade with Ger- 
manv, M. Markovitch said that the continued 
Increase in Yugo-Slavia’s imports was only 
“a natural consequence of a commercial 
gvstem which had great prospects of becom- 
ing the general European commercial policy.” 
Sixty-six per cent. of Yugo-Slavia’s trade was 
with Germany, who was “a, very great and 
irreplaceable trade partner.”

WIDESPREAD BOMBING 


OF LONDON

A hospital, a medical school, a publie 
shelter and a café were hit during Saturday 
night’s raids on London. Other main attacks 
were made upon the Midlands and on towns 
in the north-west of England. 

The German ’planes operated on a larger 
scale than that of recent raids. There was 
widespread bombing of the capital and its 
suburbs, a number of peoplé being killed and 
others injured. 

The British Air Ministry’s communiqué 
stated:— | 

“The enemy’s air offensive against this 
country continued during the night, and was 
on a somewhat larger scale than on recent 
occasions. It was at its height during the 
early hours of darkness, when three main 
attacks were in progress—namely, against 
London, against the Midlands, and against 
towns in the north-west. 

‘* The last-mentioned two attacks ceased by 
midnight, but that against London continued 
throughout the night, except for a short 
period in the early hours of the morning. 

““In London and its suburbs many high 
explosive and incendiary bombs were dropped 
over a widespread area, and damage was done 
to a large number of houses and other build- 
ings. Many fires were started, but these were 
soon extinguished or got under control. A 
number of people have been killed and injured 
in this area. 

“The attack on the Midlands was mainly 
directed against one town only. Here a few 
fires were started, and some damage was done 
to houses, shops and business premises. A 
small number of people were killed, and some 
others seriously injured. 

“In the north-west bombs fell on the 
Merseyside and a few other towns in the 
area. Slight damage only was caused, and 
the number of casualties so far reported is 
small, though a few people were killed. 

‘‘Elsewhere bombs fell at a number of 
widely separated points in England and 
Wales. _ Very little damage was done, and 
the number of people killed and injured was 
very small.”’

WHAT WILL GREECE 
AND TURKEY DO? 


THE POSITION IN THE 
MEDITERRANEAN

From Our MILITARY 'CORRESPONDENT. 
F“ the past few weeks the Balkan 


situation has caused a great deal of 

speculation. On last Saturday there 
was even a circumstantial rumour of a five- 
point Axis demand on Greece. There was 
also some plain speaking by Turkey—while 
Russia was as mysterious as usual. Altogether, 
with one thing and another, it seems a fairly 
suitable time for a rough, general survey of 
the situation here. 
' The easiest way to “get this straight,” 
is to divide the neutrals intimately concerned 
into two groups—those which may fight the 
Axis and those which certainly will not. To 
the latter category belong Y egosiavie aod 
Bulgaria. In making an estimate of the 
military situation the only sensible thing is 
to assume to the Axis Powers full freedom 
to use the local resources of these States in 
a fashion similar to that in which the re- 
sources of Rumania can be utilised. Beyond 
that we need not consider them at all; and 
so we have to deal with only three countries— 
Russia, Greece and Turkey. 

Russia will do nothing yet. “She is in no 
sort of shape for a military conflict with 
Germany in anything like the near future. 
On the other hand. Germany—unless driven 
to it—will let the sleeping bear lie. It must 
be remembered that the old interest of 
Russia in the Balkans was as much religious 
as political—that of traditional protector of 
the Orthodox Church Stalin has said many 
things at one time or another, but never that 
he was that! Besides, he wonld scarcely be 
believed if he did. 

Greece is definitely in an unenviable posi- 
tion. She is at once the weakest neutral, and 
the one most threatened. At the same time, 
a bold resolve to cut losses would be her best 
policy. She would require to evacuate con- 
tinental Greece, and concentrate on the de- 
fence of the Morea—covered by the Gulfs and 
the Corinth Canal. This last, which severs 
the isthmus, is nearly four miles long. Its 
breadth is 75 feet, and its depth 26 feet. Such 
a strategy would mean abandoning Athens 
and Salonika—the former certainly—but it 
would seem the soundest course, for all that. 


GOOD NAVAL BASES 


It would secure for the British Navy á 
chain of excellent natural bases—Argostoli, 
in the island of Kefalonia; Navarino, at the 
S.W. angle of the Morea, and Suda Bay, on 
the northern coast of Crete. These would in- 
terpose very effectively between Italy and 
her Dodekanese possessions. Both Argostoli 
and the Suda Bay were used as bases by the 
Allied Fleets in the 1914-18 War; while 
Navarino was considered a possible objective 
by the Germans in 1915-16. The Greek Fleet 
would, at the present time, be a welcome 
addition to the British in the Levant. It 
comprises an old, but still serviceable heavy 
cruiser, a big mine-layer, six good modern 
destroyers, six sea-going submarines, besides 
smaller craft. 

Turkey is much better circumstanced. 
Indeed, it is hard to see how any serious 
German threat could at all develop against 
Turkey—unless undertaken in collaboration 
with Russia. The Polish precedent is there, 
for what it is worth. Mention of Poland, by 
the way, reminds us that the Turkish Army 
is, in very many respects, similar to the 
Polish. It is the typical good ‘‘ East- 
European’’ Army. By this description is 
meant that the troops are brave, hardy and 
patriotic, and their armament and equip- 
ment good, so far as it goes. The trouble 
is, that it does not go very far, according to 
modern standards. Thus, these armies are 
normally very short of aircraft, tanks, heavy 
artillery, etc. They are bound to be defeated 
by an adversary having superior—greatly 
superior—material, provided he can get at 
them. 

And it is just here that Turkey is so much 
better off than was Poland. Turkey has only 
to hold the short, strong bridge-head on the 
European side of the Straits, with its two 
flanks resting on the sea. Even if driven 
into Asia, the Straits themselves constitute 
a quite impassable barrier against any further 
advance, especially under the terrific winter 
conditions prevalent in Asia Minor. Unlike 
Greece, Turkey would also be in a position 
to threaten counter-moves against the Dode- 
kanese Islands, which are in close proximity 
to her coasts. And, like Greece, Turkey has 
a small fleet of somewhat ‘similar composi- 
tion that would be a further welcome adjunct 
to the British naval resources—in the Black 
Sea this time, as well as in the Aegean. 


POSSIBLE ATTACKS 


Whatever the degree of truth in the report 
that a German invasion of Britain was well 
forward at the middle of last month, such 
now seems “off” for this year. On the 
other hand, German surface flotillas have 
been more active than heretofore—both 
destroyers and schnel/boote. Brest and 
L'Orient are being freely utilised There was 
a rumour, too, of an engagemert off the Isle 
of Wight between German submarines and 
British surface craft. Even though conditions 
mav no longer favour a direct attack on 
Britain, there is at the moment in the French 
Atlantic pérts ample shipping for a fairly big- 
scale attack on some other Britisl possession 
With lengthening nights and worsening 
weather, it becomes increasingly difficult for 
the British to forestall anv such attempt. 

Apart from the naval acticn off Sicily. 
there has been nothing much in the Mediter- 


ranean. Aerial cross-raiding has definitely 
increased, however, and this may be a 
prelude to other. things. Apparently the 


Italians are using their artillery well forward. 
We hear of reconnaissances of their advanced 
posts being repelled by gun-fire—dnuei purpose 
pieces, very likely, anti-tank and A.A. They 
also state that ‘‘light columns” were as 
much as 23 miles East of Sidi Barrani— 
whether or not to ‘‘stay put’’ is not clear. 
That would be about one-third of the distance 
towards Mersa Matruh. Mention of the 
Jarabub-Siwa region has also been made. An 
Italian move here would seem to be quite 
possible: Siwa is tending to get outflanked 
on the northern side.
